caption, we dealt with this sin as we 
so understand it. However, I really 
question if “sin against the Holy 
Ghost” and “blasphemy” are entirely 
the same. Blasphemy was defined in 
our previous article as “indignity 
against God, offered to God in words, 
writing, or signs; also act of claiming 
the attributes or prerogative of deity, 
abusive action or expression, calumny 
or vilification. Jesus warned the 
Pharisees when they said, “He hath 
an unclean Spirit,” and inferred blas- 
phemy, which certainly could be done 
as defined above by a Pharisee or any 
unregenerated person. Then if an un- 
converted Pharisee should blaspheme, 
and blasphemy is “sin against the 
Holy Ghost,” certainly any unregen- 
erated man or woman could commit 
sin against the Holy Ghost. However, 
I would prefer to allow an unregen- 
erated man to blaspheme and at the 
same time really doubt if they might 
commit “sin against the Holy Ghost,” 
unless it was when the Holy Ghost 
was in manifestation as described in 
the Word of God. You will notice that 
Jesus does not charge the Pharisees 
with “sin against the Holy Ghost but 
with “blasphemy”; yet, we most gen- 
erally understand and agree that blas- 
phemy is “sin against the Holy 
Ghost.” However, there are others 
that hold that “sin against the Holy 
Ghost may not be committed except 
by those who possess the Holy Ghost. 
But if blasphemy is such, then most 
assuredly anyone can commit such 
sin. Yet a more distressing sin against 
the Holy Ghost would: certainly be to 
reject it at any stage of its workings 
in our life. 

Now the more serious and compli- 
cated argument among God’s children 
is, that anyone who has the Holy 
Ghost and then commits sin has ac- 
tually sinned against the Holy Ghost. 
This stand I take to be very danger- 
ous ground, as well as destructive to 
any child of God who may have chanc- 
ed to sin or err after receiving Him 
The fact is, that “If any man sin, we 
have an advocate with the Father, Je- 
sus Christ the righteous.” John 2:1. 
We are commanded to “sin not,” but 
the child of God, who is tempted and 
is weak, sometimes does such. And 
even some who have the baptism of 
the Holy Ghost are weak in faith and 
for lack of strength are sometimes 
overpowered by Satan and at times 
commits sin and gives up the Chris- 
tian fight. Then along comes the er- 
ror of those who hold such is unfor- 
givable. They take the stand that such 
a person cannot again be renewed to 
salvation because they assume that 
they have committed “sin against the 
Holy Ghost.” 

Such a stand and teaching is whol- 
ly an error, and is destructive to some 
hungry-hearted backslider that the 
Holy Spirit is still striving with. The 
Spirit of God is faithful to the office 
which He has come to fulfill, and 
does plead with and try to lead back 
an erring child of God. I have met 
many who have backslidden and have 
hungered for the joy and peace they 
once possessed, and longed to return 
to Christ; but they have been troubled 
and held back by some who hold that 
to commit sin at all is “sin against 
the Holy Ghost.” 

Certainly God does not will us to 
commit sin, but even after some have 
done such He still loves them and 
wants them to return unto Him. God 
wills all His children to be over- 
comers, and the Holy Ghost was sent 
to “help our infirmities,” Rom. 8:26. 
Sins that are common to men and are 
themselves committed by those that 
are weak in faith and grace are look- 
ed upon with the tenderest of care 
and sympathy, from the loving heart 
of God. Return unto me and I will re 
turn unto you is the language of God 
unto such. The return of the prodigal 
is a striking example of the forgive- 
ness of the love of God. The forgive- 
ness recommended in 2 Cor. 2:7-10 
was unto a backslider and of a serious 
crime as mentioned in 1 Cor. 5th chap- 
ter, followed by a warning in the 11th 
verse of 2 chapter of 2 Cor., “lest Sa- 





God’s will and plan is always for- 
giveness, if at all possible. Where for- 
giveness is not extended, God attri- 
butes it unto Satan. God does not ask 
or teach us to do something that He 


Himself will not do. I much prefer 
to make the only unpardonable sin 
that of “blasphemy” or “sin against 
the Holy Ghost,” and allow any who 
have committed such sins as are in- 
cluded in the words “all manner of 
sin” to be forgiven, and try to help 
an erring soul back to God than to 
insist that when one who has the Holy 
Ghost commits such as are pardonable 
sins has sinned against the Holy 
Ghost. 


Sins that are common to God’s crea- 
tures, or sins against one another, 
must certainly be distinguished from 
“sin against the Holy Ghost.” All oth- 
ers are pardonable; however, such 
sins may become sin against the Holy 
Ghost if premeditated, and especially 
if the Holy Spirit has warned and 
pled with those who do such before 
they have so done. When the Holy 
Spirit pleads and warns not to do some- 
thing that is wrong, it then becomes in 
some sense “sinagainst the Holy Ghost.” 
But when some poor soul who is not 
aware has been trapped and slipped up- 
on by Satan, and has done something 
that is wrong, and is immediately sorry 
for such, this, in my mind, doesn’t con- 
sist of “sin against the Spirit of God.” 
What such an one should do is to go 
immediately unto God and ask  for- 
giveness through the advocacy of 
Christ. 

Of course when you may have com- 
mitted some sin, Satan immediately 
says you have “sinned against the 
Holy Spirit,” to try to deceive the one 
who has done so, to keep them away 
from God, or from coming back to 
Him. There could be no greater pleas- 
ure in such a case than for God to ex- 
tend forgiveness and wash the defile 
ment of His child away by the pre- 
cious blood of Jesus. God’s long lin- 
gering love for a_ backsliden Israel 
should explicitly show how willing He 
is to reclaim and own His straying 
children. Indeed, it seems with the 
Jews that God has so determinately 
set Himself to save them, or at least 
a remnant of them, that God says, “Is- 
rael has not obtained that which he 
seeketh for; but the election has ob- 
tained it.” Election means a choosing, 
and, indeed, God hath “chosen us in 
Him;” and because He has we may 
“come boldly to a throne of grace, to 
find grace in time of need.” There- 
fore, God has said, “Lift up the hands 
which hung down, and the _ feeble 
knees; And make straight paths for 
your feet, lest that which is lame be 
turned out of the way; but let it rath- 
er be healed.” Heb. 12:12-13. Here we 
find the child of God illustrated as a 
man with hands hanging down  be- 
cause of weakness and _  discourage- 
ment, with limbs that are lame, 
which certainly represents a weak and 
possibly sinning child of God _ but 
warned with a straightness of life and 
pathway so that such may be healed. 
Confess your faults one to another; 
and pray one for another, that ye may 
be healed. The prayer of faitn shall 
save the sick, and the Lord shall raise 
him up: and if he have committed 
sins, they shall be forgiven him. This 
certainly seems to show that God wills 
to reclaim and own His erring child.

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TWO IMPORTANT QUESTIONS 





“He that covereth his sins shall not prosper: but 
whoso confesseth and forsaketh them 
shall have mercy.” Prov. 28:13 





J. B. 
First: “What must I do to be 


saved?” Acts 16:30. 


Second: “What wilt thou have me 
to do?” Acts 9:6. 

Observe these questions were asked 
by different parties and were address: 
ed to different parties. The first was 
propounded by the Philippian jailor 
to the Apostle Paul, while the second 
was asked by Paul and addressed to 
Jesus. Each question was asked under 
strenuous circumstances and related 
directly to the personal questioner. 
While the jailor’s question was _re- 
stricted to his personal salvation, 
Paul’s question included his personal 
conduct for future life. Possibly this 
difference lies in the fact that the 
jailor had never done anything for 
the Lord, while Paul thought he had 
been doing God’s service. The attitude 
of a seeker’s mind toward himself, 
God, and things has much to do in 
formulating his queries. 

We will notice first, the question 
of the jailor, What must I do to be 
saved? The circumstances connected 
with this man which prompted this 
question were extremely strenuous. A 
marvelous manifestation of God’s 
power had just taken place. Indeed, a 
great miracle had been wrought. 

Two prisoners with bloody _ shirts 
had been turned over to him with a 
specific charge for safekeeping. Sup- 
posing he was in custody of dangerous 
characters, he put them in an inner 
prison and fastened their feet in 
stocks. As the midnight hour ap- 
proached and feeling no danger of the 
prisoners escaping, he fell asleep. 
Paul and Silas broke the melancholy 
silence of the hour with songs of 
praise while the other prisoners were 
listening in. An earthquake shakes 
the foundations of the prison, caus- 
ing the doors to fly open and every- 
one’s shackles to fall off. The prison 
keeper would have taken his own life 
but for the assurance from Paul that 
the prisoners were not fled. So grate- 
ful was he for the conduct of the 
prisoners that he prostrated himself 
before Paul and Silas and trembling 
from head to foot he asked this im- 
portant question. 

The answer was brief. It contained 
only fourteen words, “Believe on the 
Lord Jesus Christ, and thou shalt be 
saved, and thy house.” The answer 
was as pointed as the question. A 
short sermon from the Word was de- 
livered and in one brief hour the song 
service was over, the sermon deliver- 
ed, the instructions given to the seek- 
ers, all of whom were saved, a bap- 
tismal service gone thru with, and in 
the meantime they had found time to 
wash and dress the preachers’ wounds. 
It doesn’t take long to do things when 
God comes on the seene. The jailor 
invited them home with him, prepared 
a meal for them, and while the preach- 
ers ate the family shouted the praises 
of God. 

The writer of the narrative does not 
give us the seriptures used in his mes- 
sage, but we will give a few that were 
in the Bible of his day. “Let the wick- 
ed forsake his way, and the unright- 
eous man his thoughts: and let him 
return unto the Lord, and he will 
have mercy upon him; and to our 
God, for he will abundantly pardon.” 
Isa, 55:7. No man ean find God with- 
out forsaking his sins. You can’t be 
saved from them while you live in 
them. If you forsake them, you will 
leave them behind. If you do not leave 
them behind, they still cling to you. 

“He that covereth his sins shall not 
prosper: but whoso confesseth and for- 
saketh them shall have mercy.” I have 
seen men who tried to cover up sin 
with a profession of Christianity but 
somehow the thing woOn’t work well. 
We are told in the Bible that our 
sins will find us out. We may deceive 
a few people, but never God. Neither 
can you hide them from your con- 
science. You can’t hide them from your 
memory either. The conscious memory 
of them will pile up condemnation on 
your soul, making peace impossible. 

Notice the essentials of salvation as 
they are given in their order—first, 
confession of Sin; second, forsaking 
sin; third, making restitution for sin;

and fourth, faith in Christ. “Believe 
on the Lord Jesus Christ, and thou 
shalt be saved.” 

Let us now consider the second ques- 
tion in our subject, What wilt thou 
have me to do? This request was made 
by Paul while on his way down to 
Damascus to bind the saints. While 
thinking himself in God’s service, he 
was informed he was persecuting 
Christ. He, like the jailor, was filled 
with fear. If what he thought to be 
God’s service was persecution and as 
full of zeal as he was,;‘the thought of 
service for his Master prompted his 
question. 

The answer and his response are 
given in his answer to Agrippa. Acts 
26:16-19, “But rise, and stand upon 
thy feet: for I have appeared unto 
thee for this purpose, to make thee a 
minister and a witness both of these 
things which thou hast seen, and of 
those things in the which I will ap- 
pear unto thee; Delivering thee from 
the people, and from the Gentiles, 
unto whom now I send thee, To open 
their eyes, and to turn them from 
darkness to light, and from the power 
of Satan unto God, that they may re 
ceive forgiveness of sins, and inheri- 
tance among them which are sancti- 
fied by faith that is in me. Where- 
upon, O king Agrippa, I was not dis- 
obedient unto the heavenly vision.” 

We readily see by this scripture 
that the answer of Jesus had refer- 
ence to what Paul was to do for Christ 
rather than what Christ was to do for 
him. Everywhere we go we hear Chris- 
tians say in their testimony, I want 
to do something for the Lord, or I 
want to do more for the Lord, or i 
want to spend my life for Him. They 
do not seem to be satisfied with what 
they are doing. They don’t seem to be 
able to say with Paul, Immediately 
I conferred not with flesh and blood, 
or I have fought a good fight, or I 
have shunned not to declare the whole 
counsel of God. 

Let’s see. A revival is on. In the 
testimony meeting everyone expresses 
themselves as wanting to do some- 
thing for the Lord. An altar call is 
given, hungry hearts are waiting for 
someone to invite them personally to 


the altar. Nobody comes. A _ needy 
fhieid but nobody to work! You want 
to do something? 

The altar is full of stexers. Some- 


one is needed to pray or insiruct. You 
sit around awhile and leave without 
offering to help. You want something 
to do? 

All around you people are living 
in sin. You never speak a woid to 
them about their soul. You are a mem- 
ber of the chureh. You say you wai. 
to do something for your Master? 

The hour for Sunday Schvuol has ai- 
rived. You and your children are not 
there. You say you want to do more 
tor the Lord?
